Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pharis  acquired 
the  unusual  pieces  during  their 
residence  in  Shanghai,  China,  be- 
tween 1934  and  1947.  The  ivory 
and  gold  animal  carvings  include 
some  of  the  finest  examples  of 
oriental  art  from  past  centuries 
to  modern  times,  said  Fred  Tak- 
asaki,  instructor  in  the  art  de- 
partment.

BORN  IN  CHICAGO  of  Italian 
parents,  Mr.  Tozzi  was  brought 
up  in  a home  that  rang  with 
music.  He  started  the  study  of 
singing  when  he  was  barely  13 
and  at  17  made  his  first  profes- 
sional appearance  in  an  Italian 
operetta  in  Chicago. 

Returning  from  the  Army  after 
World  War  II,  he  fould  his  father 
ill  and  the  family  in  financial 
straits.  In  orded  to  earn  some 
money  he  turned  to  singing  as 
a career  performing  on  radio  and 
making  appearances  in  and  ar- 
ound Chicago. 

AFTER  singing  in  two  shows 
he  decided  to  go  to  Italy  to  pur- 
sue his  dream  of  singing  in  op- 
eras. His  next  two  years  in  Milan 
were  particularly  discouraging. 
He  was  forced  to  sell  his  luggage, 
books  o a ucndmfh  IWsoraound 
books  and  much  of  his  clothing. 
He  went  from  his  normal  weight 
of  200  pounds  down  to  145. 

His  dream  finally  began  to  ma- 
terialize in  1950  when  an  impor- 
tant impresario  heard  him  audi- 
tion. He  began  with  small  roles 
but  finally  made  his  debut  at  La 
Scala.  The  Metropolitan  engaged 
him  for  the  following  year,  1955. 
and  each  season  since  has  brought 
him  acclaim  in  role  after  role. 

Well  known  to  listeners  of  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  broadcasts, 
Mr.  Tozzi  also  has  recorded  ex- 
tensively for  RCA  Victor  and  has

Cuban  Press  Ignores 
Presence  of  Mikoyan 


HAVANA,  (UPI)  — The  gov- 
ernment-controlled Cuban  press 
Sunday  ignored  the  presence  in 
Cuba  of  Soviet  First  Deputy 
Premier  Anastas  Mikoyan  for  the 
second  straight  day. 

The  Soviet  Tass  News  Agency 
reported  that  Mikoyan  and  Fidel 
Castro  visited  Matanzas  province 
Saturday,  including  Giron  Beach, 
where  Castro  forces  smashed  the 
1961  Pigs  Bay  invasion  in  72 
hours. 

BIIKOYAN,  who  has  been  in 
Cuba  nine  days,  arrived  to  ‘‘set- 
tle differences’  ’in  Cuban  and 
Russian  positions  on  the  Soviet 
decision  to  take  its  missiles  out 
of  Cuba. 

He  held  four  long  negotiating 
sessions  with  Cuban  leaders,-  only 
three  of  which  were  attended  by 
Castro.  But  he  and  Fidel  have 
seen  one  another  every  day  since 
MikOyan’s  arival,  and  pvesumabl3^ 
the  talks  have  continued  inform- 
ally. 

CUBA  HAS  opposed  any  on-site 


inspection  of  the  former  missile 
bases  by  international  agencies. 
The  Russians  agreed  to  this  in 
principles  in  the  communications 
exchange  between  President  Ken- 
nedy and  Premier  Khrushchev. 

Tass  said  the  Matanzas  tour  of 
Castro  and  Mikoyan  ‘‘was  mark- 
ed by  an  exceptionally  friendly 
atmosphere.” 

THE  CUBAN  press  has  ignor- 
ed the  U.  S.  position  that  the  So- 
viet-made bombers  incorporated 
into  the  Cuban  air  force  consti- 
tute ‘‘offensive  weapons.” 

Official  newspapers  today  print- 
ed a message  Castro  sent  to  the 
8th  congress  of  the  Bulgarian 
Communist  Party,  in  which  he 
said:  “.  . . our  people  stand  up  at 
this  time  to  demand  peace  with- 
out depreciation  of  our  sover- 
eignty or  rights  as  a free  and 
independent  nation.” 

Fidel’s  brother,  Raul,  the  armed 
forces  minister,  visited  Havana 
University,  Saturday  night  to 
speak  to  student  leaders  and  uni- 
versity militia  units.

The  score  came  on  a 15-yard 
aerial  to  Jim  Greth  in  the  end 
zone.  The  attempt  to  add  the  con- 
version was  blocked  by  Kitten 
lineman.  Bill  Mitton. 

In  the  fourth  period  the  Kit- 
tens were  finally  able  to  launch 
a successful  scoring  effort.  Cap- 
italizing on  a fumble  recovery 
on  the  Cadet  4-yard  line,  Ron 
Stewart  drove  over  center  for 
the  tally.  Stewart  passed  to  Bill 
Wylie  for  the  two-point  conver- 
sion. 

WITH  ABOUT  three  minutes 
remaining,  the  Birdmen  attempt- 
ed a field  goal  from  the  30.  When 
it  fell  short.  Kitten,  John  Ogden 
elected  to  run  it  from  the  end 
zone  going  to  the  48-yard  line 
before  being  stopped.  On  the  next 
play  Tailback  Ron  Stewart  gal- 
loped off  right  tackle,  going  52 
yards  for  the  score.  The  attempt- 
ed two-point  conversion  failed.

A huge  line  to  oppose,  and  two- 
injured  tailbacks  spelled  defeat 
for  a tired  Cougar  grid  crew  -in 
their  inter-sectional  battle  with 
Western  Michigan  University 
Saturday  in  Kalamazoo. 

The  Cats  who  average  just  over 
200  in  the  line'  were  up  against 
the  largest  forward  wall  they 
have  faced  all  season,  and  could 
not  measure  up  to  the  task,  as 
they  dropped  a 28-20  decision. 

THE  PHANTOM,  Eldon  Fortie, 
put  on  a great  show  for  the  ‘East- 
erners” before  a shoulder  bruise 
sidelined  him  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter. This  was  just  the  beginning 
of  the  Cougar  miseries,  as  two 
plays  later,  tailback  Phil  Brady 
sustained  a fractured  collar-bone 
and  separated  shoulder  to  leave 
the  Cats  with  one  tailback,  Doug 
Warden. 

Both  teams  moved  the  ball  well 
in  the  first  half,  with  sustained 
drives  to  score  and  leave  the 
field  at  half-time  with  a 7-7  tie. 


The  Cougar  score  came  on  a pass 
play  from  Fortie  to  Alan  Robin- 
son, following  a Bronco  score. 
The  Cats  threatened  again  in  the 
closing  moments  of  the  half,  but 
gave  up  the  ball  on  the  Western 
Michigan  5-yard  line. 

The  Broncos  struck  with  rap- 
idity in  the  third  quarter  for  two 
scores  to  lead  the  tilt  21-7.  Un- 
der the  direction  of  Fortie,  the 
Cats  struck  back  with  a drive 
capped  by  a 37-yard  Fortie 
sprint  for  the  TD.  The  conver- 
sion by  Baker  narrowed  the  gap 
to  7 points. 

Again  the  Cats  moved  the  ball 
in  the  fourth  period  when  Fortie 
and  Brady  were  hurt.  Wardell, 
with  the  responsibility  on  his 
shoulders,  moved  the  ball  effect, 
ively  to  continue  the  drive,  and 
finally  pushed  over  the  score  to 
bring  the  Cats  within  one  point 
of  the  Broncos. 

Going  for  all  or  nothing,  Coach 
Mitchell  sent  in  Fortie  who  tried 
for  two  points  but  fell  short  by 
a mere  three  inches. 

The  Broncos  added  the  clincher 
with  just  45  seconds  remaining  to 
cement  the  win. 

It  appeared  to  be  a question 
of  stopping  the  big  Bronco  line, 
a task  too  tough  for  the  tired 
Cat  forward  wall.
